DOTY  DELIVERS 
STACK  LECTURE 

The  Joseph  B.  and  Morton  M.  Stack 
Memorial  Lecture  for  1986  was  presented 
at  the  Spring  Members  Meeting  on  April 
12  by  the  out-going  Curator  of  Modern 
Coins  and  Paper  Money  Richard  G.  Do¬ 
ty.

America’s  Currency,  1789-1866,  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  1985  Coinage  of  the 
Americas  Conference,  is  now  available. 
The  book  presents  the  papers  delivered  by 
the  11  participants  in  154  amply-illustrated 
pages.

Ball  illus.;  “The  CSA  Banking  Conven¬ 
tion  of  1861  and  its  Delegates,”  by  Carl 
W.A.  Carlson;  “An  Historian’s  View  of 
the  State  Bank  Notes:  A  Mirror  of  Life  in 
the  Early  Republic,”  by  Elvira  Clain- 
Stefanelli;  “Collecting  Trends  in  Obsolete 
American  Currency,”  by  Grover  C. 
Criswell;  “An  Introduction  to  Obsolete 
American  Currency,”  Roger  H.  Durand; 
“The  Financial  Concerns  of  a  Government 
Employee  in  the  1840s,”  by  Cory 
Gillalland;  “The  History  and  Develop¬ 
ment  of  ‘America’  as  Symbolized  by  an 
American  Indian  Female,”  by  Gene 
Hessler;  “The  Smillie  Family:  Banknote 
Artists,”  by  Glenn  E.  Jackson;  “New 
York  City  Small  Change  Bills  of 
1814-1816,”  by  Eric  P.  Newman;  “Cur- 
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Richard  G.  Doty,  Curator  of  Modern 
Coins  and  Paper  Money  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Society,  has  resigned  from  the 
ANS  staff  to  take  on  similar  responsibilities 
in  the  National  Numismatic  Collection  of 
the  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington. 

Since  coming  to  the  ANS  in  1974,  Doty 
has  authored  four  commercially-published 
numismatic  books,  including  The  Mac¬ 
millan  Encyclopedic  Dictionary  of  Numismatics. 
Articles  reflecting  his  research  interests 
have  appeared  frequently  in  the  Society’s 
journal  and  elsewhere,  and  he  has  served 
as  Western  Hemisphere  editor  for  the  last 
two  volumes  of  the  Survey  of  Numismatic 
Research,  published  by  the  International 
Numismatic  Commission. 

Doty  received  his  PhD  in  Latin 
American  History  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California  and  taught  at  York 
College  in  New  York  City  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Guam  prior  to  joining  the  ANS. 
One  of  his  first  assignments  was  to  develop 
the  Society’s  Bicentennial  exhibition. 
“Money  in  Early  America”  succeeded 
brilliantly  and  the  complementary  volume, 


Studies  on  Money  in  Early  America,  which  he 
co-edited  with  Eric  P.  Newman,  remains 
a  fundamental  reference  for  the  coinage  of 
this  period. 

Among  the  curatorial  tasks  accomplish¬ 
ed  by  Doty  during  his  tenure  at  the  ANS 
was  the  complete  reorganizaton  of  the 
Society’s  paper  money  collection.  Each  of 
the  55,000  bills  is  now  individually  hous¬ 
ed  in  a  clear  plastic  envelope,  fully  label¬ 
ed,  and  filed  according  to  standard  curren¬ 
cy  classification  systems  for  efficient 
retrieval. 

“Dr.  Doty  has  been  a  key  player  in 
achieving  our  goal  of  greater  utilization  of 
the  Society’s  modern  holdings,  particularly 
our  rich  American  collections,”  said  ANS 
director  Leslie  Elam. 

In  1983  Doty  accepted  responsibility  for 
the  Coinage  of  the  Americas  Conferences 
held  annually  at  the  ANS.  He  organized 
and  chaired  two  highly  successful  con¬ 
ferences  in  1984  and  1985  and  will  return 
to  the  ANS  in  November  to  lead  COAC 
1986  on  the  theme  “America’s  Silver 
Coinage,  1794-1891.” 
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GOLD  STATUE  OF  LIBERTY 


A  gold  Statue  of  Liberty  medal  has  been 
struck  for  the  ANS  through  the  generosity 
of  Council  member  Harry  W.  Bass,  Jr. 
This  medal  was  presented  to  the  Society 
at  its  April  meeting.  ANS  director  Leslie 
Elam,  who  presided  at  the  meeting,  ac¬ 
cepted  the  gift  for  the  Society.  Since  Mr. 
Bass  was  unable  to  be  present,  those  in  at¬ 
tendance  joined  Mr.  Elam  in  sending  ap¬ 
plause  of  appreciation  to  the  Society’s  past 
president  for  his  gift  of  a  magnificent  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  ANS  medals  cabinet.  The 
gold  medal  was  placed  on  display,  together 
with  examples  in  silver  and  bronze,  for  the 
enjoyment  of  those  attending  the  Spring 
Meeting. 

The  Statue  of  Liberty  medal,  designed 
by  Eugene  Daub  of  Philadelphia,  was  com¬ 
missioned  by  the  ANS  to  commemorate 
the  centennial  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty.  Ex¬ 
amples  in  silver  and  bronze  were  struck  for 
sale  and  may  be  ordered  directly  from  the 
Society.  All  medals  are  serially  numbered. 
The  silver  medal  in  presentation  case  is 
$175  plus  $5  for  registered  postage;  the 
bronze  medal  is  $30  plus  $4.  A  set  of  silver 
and  bronze  medals  is  priced  at  $200  plus 
$8  postage.

HORNSBY  ANS  DELEGATE 
AT  ACLS  ANNUAL  MEETING 

Roger  A.  Hornsby,  Professor  of  Classics 
at  the  University  of  Iowa  and  a  member 
of  the  Society’s  Council,  represented  the 
ANS  at  the  sixty-seventh  annual  meeting 
of  the  American  Council  of  Learned 
Societies,  held  in  New  York  City  April 
10-11.  He  has  provided  the  following 
report  on  the  various  presentations. 

The  theme  of  this  year’s  meeting  was 
“Aspects  of  International  Scholarship,” 
presented  in  two  sessions.  The  first  session 
featured  a  panel  of  young  foreign  scholars 
who,  under  the  auspices  and  generosity  of 
the  ACLS  program  in  “American 
Studies,”  are  invited  to  spend  a  year  in  the 
United  States  to  examine  various  aspects 
of  our  country.  This  year  was  the  twenty- 
fifth  anniversary  of  the  program.  The  ses¬ 
sion  was  ably  chaired  by  Crauford  Good¬ 
win,  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  and 
Vice  Provost,  Duke  University.  Richard 
Downar,  the  Director  of  the  ACLS 
American  Studies  Program,  presented  the 
delegates  with  the  history  of  the  program 
from  its  inception  to  the  present,  explain¬ 
ing  that  currently  twelve  European  and 
four  Asian  countries  participate.  Then  two 

current  Fellows  spoke.  First,  Mathias 
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DI  BIASE  TAKES  EARLY 
RETIREMENT 

Michael  DiBiase,  who  has  headed  the 
ANS  Photography  Department  since  1963, 
is  retiring  from  the  Society  as  of  May  31, 
1986.  Mr.  DiBiase  and  his  wife  Terry  will 
be  moving  to  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 
DiBiase  explained,  “I  am  looking  forward 
to  starting  a  new  life.  I  will  continue  my 
personal  work  as  a  photographer  who  uses 
the  photographic  medium  as  a  means  of  ar¬ 
tistic  expression.” 

DiBiase  recounts  that  he  has  received  a 
great  sense  of  satisfaction  from  his  work  at 
the  ANS  because  the  image  that  he  makes 
speaks.  “Photography  is  very  important  in 
numismatic  studies;  it  is  truly  one  of  the 
visual  disciplines.”

The  Photography  Department  at  the 
ANS  grew  under  DiBiase’s  supervision  in¬ 
to  a  well-known  and  internationally 
recognized  photographic  facility.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  the  department  provides  technical  ad¬ 
vice  on  the  various  aspects  of  numismatic 
photography.  Each  year  DiBiase  has  pro¬ 
vided  formal  instruction  to  the  Graduate 
Seminar  students.  “Michael  DiBiase’s 
photographic  work  reflects  the  same 
measure  of  excellence  by  which  the  ANS 
itself  is  known,”  notes  ANS  director  Leslie 
Elam.  DiBiase  believes  that  the  ANS 
Photography  Department  will  become 
even  more  important  and  will  further 
expand. 

Most  recently  fifteen  photographs  by 
DiBiase  were  exhibited  by  the  Centre  In¬ 
ternational  d’Art  Contemporain  in  Paris 
from  April  23-29  in  an  exposition  featur¬ 
ing  international  artists  and  photogra¬ 
phers.

ANS  SPONSORS  MEDIEVAL 
SESSION 


The  ANS  is  sponsoring  a  session  on  the 
topic  “Coinage  and  Money  in  the  Middle 
Ages’’  at  the  21st  International  Congress 
on  Medieval  Studies,  May  8-11,  Western 
Michigan  University.  The  session  will  be 
chaired  by  Alan  Stahl,  ANS  Associate 
Curator  of  Medieval  Coins,  who  has 
organized  similar  sessions  at  this  major 
conference  for  the  past  six  years. 

Papers  include  “Historical  Context  of 
the  Cuerdale  Hoard,’’  by  Ruth  Mazo  Kar¬ 
ras,  Assistant  Professor  of  Medieval 
History  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 
In  this  slide-illustrated  talk,  Dr.  Karras 
discusses  the  important  hoard  of  about 
7,000  late  ninth  and  early  tenth  century 
coins  found  in  Lancashire,  examining  the 
economic  and  political  implications  of  the 
hoard  as  well  as  specific  questions  of  at¬ 
tribution  and  chronology. 

The  second  paper,  by  Lorrayne  Y. 
Baird-Lange,  Professor  of  English  at 
Youngstown  State  University,  Ohio,  is  en¬ 
titled  “Chaucer’s  ‘lussheburghes’  and 
Peacham’s  ‘false  coins’;  The  Counterfeit 
Coin  as  Metaphor  of  Spiritual  Fraudulence 
in  Medieval  and  Renaissance  Thought.’’ 
The  paper  explores  the  image  stamped  on 
the  coin  as  a  metaphor  of  the  idea  of  crea¬ 
tion  of  man  in  the  image  of  God  and  man 
as  coin  himself,  specifically  as  counterfeit. 
Examples  to  be  discussed  include 
Chaucer’s  Monk  and  Henry  Peacham’s 
seventeenth-century  emblem  book. 

The  program  also  includes  a  presenta¬ 
tion  made  jointly  by  Peter  Spufford,  Fellow 
of  Queen’s  College,  Cambridge,  and  Mar¬ 
tha  Howell,  Associate  Professor  of  History, 
Rutgers  University.  Their  paper 
“Medieval  Rates  of  Exchange:  The  Book 
and  the  Data  Bank,”  will  announce  public¬ 
ly  a  project  that  has  been  in  the  works  for 
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FELLOWS  ELECTED 

The  Society’s  Council  at  its  April 
meeting  elected  Joseph  R.  Lasser  as  a 
Fellow  of  the  Society.  Lasser,  a  partner  in 
the  New  York  brokerage  firm  of  Neuberger 
and  Berman,  has  been  a  member  of  the 
ANS  since  1976.  Specializing  in  colonial 
and  continental  currency  and  the  coins 
which  circulated  in  the  colonies  during  the 
American  Colonial  period,  Lasser  publish¬ 
ed  an  article  on  the  signers  of  the  continen¬ 
tal  currency  for  the  ANS  in  a  special  Coin 
World  edition  issued  in  honor  of  the  ANS 
125th  anniversary.  In  the  1986  ANSMN 
Lasser  discusses  the  historical  implications 
of  an  Albany  paper  money  issue  of  1775. 
Lasser  has  received  a  Heath  literary  award 
from  the  ANA  and  the  First  Literary 
Award  from  the  Society  of  Paper  Money 
Collectors. 

GROVE  LIFE  FELLOW 

In  accordance  with  Article  1.3  of  the 
Society’s  By-Laws,  Edward  R.  Grove,  the 
recipient  of  the  1985  J.  Sanford  Saltus 
Medal  Award,  was  elected  a  Life  Fellow 
of  the  Society.  Grove’s  career  in  medallic 
work,  begun  in  1962  at  the  Bureau  of  the 
Mint,  is  maintained  by  independent  com¬ 
missions.  He  is  one  of  only  two  Americans 
who  have  worked  on  both  the  currency  and 
the  coinage  of  the  United  States.

The  ANS  is  seeking  a  successor  to 
Richard  G.  Doty,  who  has  left  the  curator- 
ship  of  modern  coins  and  paper  money  to 
take  a  position  at  the  Smithsonian 
Institution. 

“Dick  Doty  combined  a  genuine  interest 
in  coins  with  solid  research  skills,”  com¬ 
ments  William  E.  Metcalf,  Chief  Curator 
at  the  ANS.  “He  communicated  both  his 
knowledge  and  enthusiasm  to  audiences 
scholarly  and  popular  and  showed  what 
can  be  done  when  coins  are  brought  to 
bear  on  modern  historical  problems,  where 
their  evidence  has  been  ignored  or  misus¬ 
ed.

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STAHL  TAKES  LEADING 
ROLE  IN  FIDEM 

Alan  Stahl,  Associate  Curator  of 
Medieval  Coins  and  Medals,  has  been  ap¬ 
pointed  the  United  States  delegate  to  the 
Federation  Internationale  de  la  Medaille 
and  Chairman  of  the  Steering  Committee 
of  FIDEM  ’87. 

FIDEM  is  the  international  organization 
of  artists,  scholars,  producers  and  collec¬ 
tors  of  medallic  art.  Its  principal  activity 
is  its  biennial  congress  and  exhibition  of 
contemporary  medals.  Stahl  succeeds  John 
Cook,  Professor  of  Art  at  Pennsylvania 
State  University,  who  has  served  as 
FIDEM  delegate  since  1983.  Cory 
Gillilland  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
will  serve  as  FIDEM  Associate  Delegate, 
a  post  formerly  held  by  Stahl. 

FIDEM  ’87  Planned 

On  September  1 1-15,  1987,  FIDEM  will 
hold  its  50th  Anniversary  Congress  in  Col¬ 
orado  Springs,  its  first  meeting  outside  of 
Europe.  A  steering  committee  representing 
American  organizations  active  in 
numismatics  and  medallic  art  has  been 
planning  the  Congress  hosted  by  the 
American  Numismatic  Association.  At  a 
recent  meeting,  the  steering  committee  set 
the  program  of  the  Congress  and  inspected 
facilities  for  the  exhibition  and  meetings. 
On  May  30,  Stahl  will  attend  the  meeting 
of  FIDEM  delegates  in  Paris  to  outline  the 
plans  for  the  Congress  and  promote  broad 
international  participation. 

The  Congress  will  open  on  Friday, 
September  11,  1987,  with  a  keynote  ad¬ 
dress  and  the  official  exhibition  opening. 


AAM  EVENING  ON 
AUDUBON  TERRACE 

The  ANS  will  join  with  its  neighboring 
cultural  institutions  to  host  “An  Evening 
on  Audubon  Terrace’’  for  delegates  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Museums.  The  AAM  meets  in  New 
York  City  June  8-12  and  is  expected  to  at¬ 
tract  some  5,000  registrants. 

As  published  in  the  AAM  program,  up 
to  200  persons  may  subscribe  to  spend  the 
evening  of  June  1 1  touring  the  ANS  as  well 
as  the  Museum  of  the  American  Indian, 
the  Hispanic  Society  of  America  and  the 
American  Academy  and  Institute  of  Arts 
and  Letters.  Guests  will  also  enjoy  a  buf¬ 
fet  dinner  in  the  sculpture  garden  of  the 
Terrace,  which  is  itself  a  delightful  enclave, 
both  architecturally  and  aesthetically. 


Saturday  and  Sunday  will  be  devoted  to 
concurrent  sessions  of  lectures  and 
workshops.  The  lectures  will  include  slide- 
illustrated  talks  by  the  world’s  leading 
scholars  on  the  contemporary  medal.  The 
workshops,  an  innovation  in  the  FIDEM 
program,  will  feature  individual  artists 
demonstrating  and  discussing  specific 
aspects  of  their  technique  and  approach  to 
medallic  sculpture.  An  excursion  is  plann¬ 
ed  for  Monday,  including  a  visit  to  the 
Denver  Mint.  The  Congress  will  close  on 
Tuesday  with  a  banquet  at  the  famous 
Broadmoor  Hotel.  During  the  course  of  the 
Congress  there  will  be  many  social  events, 
including  visits  to  such  local  attractions  as 
Pike’s  Peak  and  the  Valley  of  the  Gods, 
as  well  as  barbecues,  square  dancing  and 
American  music.  A  three-day  optional 
post-Congress  tour  will  include  visits  to  the 
art  centers  of  Taos  and  Santa  Fe,  New 
Mexico. 

An  exhibition  will  take  place  in  the 
Museum  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  in  Colorado  Springs.  There 
will  be  about  2,000  medals  on  display, 
representing  the  recent  work  of  about  500 
artists  from  25  countries.  The  catalogue  ac¬ 
companying  the  exhibition  will  illustrate 
the  work  of  each  artist  represented.  After 
six  months  in  Colorado,  a  selection  of  200 
pieces  will  travel  to  four  additional  venues, 
which  have  not  yet  been  announced.

ANS  TOUR  TO  VISIT 
ROYAL  MINT 

By  special  invitation,  a  visit  to  the 
British  Royal  Mint  at  Llantrissant  near 
Cardiff,  Wales,  has  been  added  to  the 
Society’s  British  Isles  tour  this  September. 

The  ANS  tour  group  will  spend 
September  6-21  together  -  the  first  week 
in  London  for  the  International 
Numismatic  Congress,  followed  by  an  ex¬ 
cursion  into  the  countryside.  Points  of  in¬ 
terest  in  addition  to  Llantrissant  include 
Stratford  for  a  performance  of  the  Royal 
Shakespeare  Company,  the  Lake  District 
with  its  fine  scenery  and  inns,  Carlisle  and 
the  nearby  site  of  Hadrian’s  Wall  and  on 
up  to  Glasgow  for  a  visit  to  the  Hunter 
Cabinet,  as  well  as  a  leisurely  tour  of  St. 
Andrews  before  ending  in  Edinburgh  for 
the  flight  home  on  the  21st.

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ANS  DECORATIONS 
FEATURED  IN 
LIBERTY  TRIBUTE 

Ribbon  bars  from  the  ANS  collection  of 
American  decorations  are  featured  in  a 
prize-winning  salute  to  the  State  of  Liber¬ 
ty  which  will  run  in  the  Memorial  Day 
issue  of  Time  Magazine.  The  tribute  and  ap¬ 
peal  for  support  for  the  statue  restoration 
project  is  the  result  of  a  competition  spon¬ 
sored  by  Time.  Advertizing  agencies  were 
invited  by  Time  to  submit  proposals  for 
full-page  ads  to  run  in  space  donated  by 
the  magazine  for  the  benifit  of  the  Statue 
of  Liberty-Ellis  Island  Foundation.  Of  the 
215  submissions  received,  18  were  selected. 

A  team  of  Ogilvy  and  Mather  Direct 
conceived  the  idea  of  featuring  U.S. 
military  ribbon  bars  with  the  copy  line  “A 
five-dollar  donation  in  the  name  of  Liber¬ 
ty  isn’t  much  to  ask,  considering  what 
some  have  given.”  An  artist  and  a  writer 
from  the  agency  met  with  ANS  curator 
Alan  Stahl  to  select  pieces  from  the  Socie¬ 
ty’s  collection  for  photography.  These 
historical  pieces  were  supplemented  with 
current  pieces  purchased  from  a  uniform 
supply  company  and  donated  to  the  ANS 
after  use. 

A  book  published  by  Time  to  document 
this  unusual  project  will  be  issued  in  June. 
Its  discussion  of  the  ribbon-bar  ad  will  in¬ 
clude  a  description  of  the  Society’s  exten¬ 
sive  collection  of  orders  and  decorations.

Wallner,  Assistant  Professor  of  Philosophy 
from  the  Leipzig  Institute  of  Technology, 
German  Democratic  Republic,  presently 
at  Boston  University,  spoke  of  his  research 
into  the  conditions  in  the  United  States 
which  motivate  creativity  in  science  and 
technology.  He  observed  that  there  is  a 
climate  permitting  free  and  imaginative 
research  where  the  rewards  are  great. 
Next,  John  Peter  Anderson,  Research 
Fellow  in  Criminal  Science,  University  of 
Aarhus,  Denmark,  currently  at  Rutgers 
University,  spoke  of  his  studies  of  legal  en¬ 


trapment  in  the  United  States.  Apparent¬ 
ly  this  is  the  only  country  in  the  world 
which  has  such  laws.  Anderson  found  it 
both  humane  and  potentially  dangerous. 
The  final  speaker  was  a  former  Fellow, 
Professor  Motoo  Kaju,  Emeritus  Professor 
of  Economics,  University  of  Tokyo.  He 
gave  a  resume  of  his  own  studies  in 
American  economic  theory  and  of  his  and 
others’  efforts  at  the  University  of  Tokyo 
in  fostering  American  Studies.  Though  I 
had  been  aware  of  this  program  of  the 
ACLS,  I  found  this  session  illuminating 
both  for  the  speakers  themselves  and  for 
the  innovativeness  of  the  ACLS  in  help¬ 
ing  other  countries  understand  the  United 
States  and  its  culture. 

The  topic  was  continued  at  the  second 
session,  held  the  next  morning,  this  time 
on  Chinese  studies.  Mary  Bullock  from  the 
Staff  Director  of  the  Committee  on 
Scholarly  Communication  with  the  Peo¬ 
ple’s  Republic  of  China  introduced  first 
Michael  Oksenberg,  Professor  of  Political 
Science,  University  of  Michigan,  who  pro¬ 
vided  a  fascinating  overview  of  the  intert¬ 
wining  of  Chinese  studies  and  political  life 
both  in  China  and  the  United  States  from 
the  McCarthy  era  to  the  present,  a 
sometimes  horrendous  tale.  Cooperation  in 
some  areas,  however,  since  the  opening  of 
China  to  scholars  in  1979-80,  has  markedly 
improved,  but  needless  to  say,  many  areas 
of  research  are  still  closed.  E.  Perry  Link, 
Jr.,  Professor  of  Chinese,  East  Asian 
Languages  and  Cultures,  UCLA,  one  of 
the  recent  recipients  of  a  fellowship  to  study 
in  China,  explained  his  research,  the 
societal  approach  to  literature,  especially 
modern  writing,  and  the  pleasures  and  dif¬ 
ficulties  he  found  in  China,  in  pursuing  his 
interests.  He  was  followed  by  Susan  Na¬ 
quin,  Associate  Professor  of  Chinese 
History,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
also  was  a  recent  fellow  doing  research  on 
eighteenth  century  China.  She  too  com¬ 
mented  on  the  difficulties  encountered,  but 
also  on  the  vast  possibilities  that  exist  for 
research  in  China.  While  all  agreed  that 
the  Cultural  Revolution  was  a  disaster  and 
that  China  is  still  a  totalitarian  state, 
nonetheless  the  opportunities  it  offers  to 
young  scholars  are  enormous  in  terms  both 
of  scholarship  and  friendship. 

At  the  luncheon  meeting  on  April  10, 
the  delegates  heard  from  the  Acting  Direc¬ 
tor  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities,  John  Agresto,  who  defended 
the  Endowment’s  giving  priority  to  tradi¬ 
tional  humanistic  studies,  for  those  are  cur¬ 
rently  understated.  As  a  classicist  and 
numismatist,  I  found  it  heartening  to  hear 
such  a  plea,  for  many  of  the  delegates  for¬ 
thrightly  declared  the  NEH  too  narrow  in 
its  views.  Mr.  Agresto,  however,  defend¬ 
ed  the  proposition  with  vigor. 


The  Charles  Homer  Haskins  Lecture, 
‘‘The  Life  of  Learning”  was  given  this 
year  by  Milton  V.  Anastos,  Professor 
Emeritus  of  Byzantine  Greek  and  History, 
UCLA.  Professor  Anastos,  a  Fellow  of  the 
ANS,  told  of  his  early  education  and  the 
influences  and  chances  which  led  to  his 
career  in  Byzantine  scholarship  and  il¬ 
lustrated  his  own  research  by  citing  the  use 
of  coins  to  prove  that  Constantine  the 
Great  was  converted  to  Christianity  in  AD 
312,  and  that  the  Decree  of  Toleration  was 
promulgated  at  Milan  in  AD  313.  Thus  he 
affirmed  the  tradition  which  had  been 
under  attack  by  revisionist  historians.  His 
elegant  presentation  of  how  to  use 
numismatic  evidence  delighted  as  it  in¬ 
structed,  which,  is,  after  all,  the  goal  of  the 
life  of  learning. 

The  final  session  was  the  Business 
Meeting  of  the  Council,  chaired  by  George 
May,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  ACLS  and 
Professor  of  French  at  Yale.  Along  with 
reports  we  heard  also  from  Acting  Presi¬ 
dent  Lumiansky  who  was  prevailed  on  to 
resume  that  .office  after  the  death  of 
William  Ward.  He  chiefly  emphasized  the 
need  for  increasing  the  endowment  of  the 
ACLS  by  about  $8,000,000  so  that  the  core 
programs  of  the  various  fellowship  awards 
need  not  suffer  the  annual  scramble  for 
funds.  As  noted  in  the  Society’s  .Winter 
1986  Newsletter,  Professor  Stanley  W.  Katz 
will  assume  the  office  of  Prsident  of  the 
ACLS  on  July  1 . 

The  ACLS  continues  to  aid  its  consti¬ 
tuent  member  societies  and  the  scholarly 
world  of  humanists  in  a  civilized  and 
generous  fashion.  Its  annual  meeting  is  no 
exception.

many  years  and  promises  to  be  of  great 
value  to  scholars  of  medieval  studies.  Since 
1960  Spufford  has  been  assembling  data  on 
rates  of  monetary  exchange  between 
various  centers  of  medieval  Europe. 
Distributed  in  preliminary  form  in  1977, 
this  massive  compilation  has  just  been 
published  as  a  book.  Now  the  20,000 
quotations  assembled  by  Spufford  are  to 
be  turned  over  to  the  Medieval  and  Early 
Modern  Data  Bank  of  Rutgers  LJniversi- 
ty,  where  they  will  form  the  basis  of  an  on¬ 
line  service  containing  price  and 
demographic  as  well  as  exchange  data.

BONNER  AWARDED 
GRADUATE  FELLOWSHIP 

The  Graduate  Fellowship  for  1986/87 
has  been  awarded  to  Michael  D.  Bonner, 
a  PhD  candidate  in  the  Department  of 
Near  Eastern  Studies  at  Princeton  Univer¬ 
sity.  As  a  student  in  the  1985  ANS 
Graduate  Seminar  Bonner  wrote  a  paper 
entitled  “Harunabad,  al-Haruniyya,  and 
al-Khalifa  al-Mardi,”  a  single  mint  on  the 
Byzantine  frontier  which  issued  coins  in 
the  eighth  century.  This  paper  is  related 
to  the  topic  of  his  doctoral  dissertation, 
“Muslim  Frontier  Society  During  the  ‘Ab- 
basid  Caliphate:  The  Thughur  of  Eastern 
Asia  Minor,”  which  includes  all  the 
Islamic  provinces  on  the  Byzantine  fron¬ 
tier  in  eastern  Anatolia  and  the  Caucasus 
from  the  eighth  to  the  tenth  century. 

Announcement  of  the  Fellowship  award 
was  made  at  the  Society’s  Spring  Meeting 
at  which  Bonner  was  introduced.
